CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 6.—Returns from Ham- 
liton County's vote, with seven precincts to 
hear from, give the following results: Fora- 
ker, 32,010; Campbell, 39,653. Campbell’s plu - 
rality, 7,643. lt is settled that one Republican 
Senator te elected, George A. Schneider. The 
a vote shows an almost unbroken fall. } 
ing off in Foraker’s vote fromthe rest of the 


ticket in all the precincts. In Cincinnati he has 


a plurality in only eight ofthe thirty wards 
and these range from 10 to 527. Campbell’s 
ward pluralities range trom 70 to 1,129. In 
eight wards he has more than 400 plurality for 
each. This morning returns have been re- 
celved from 818 ofthe 2,190 voting precincts 
outside of Cincinnati, showing the vote for 
Foraker, 136,752; Campbell, 131,536; Helwig, 
6,763. The same in 1877 gave Forakeg 134,100; 
Powell, 119,899; Sharp, 7,124. This shows a 
gain for Campbell of over 9 to the precinct. 
While this ratio is a matter of chance, it 
still gives some data for estimate. 

It has been almost constant between six and 
nine, and at the lower ratio it would give 
Campbell enough tocarry his election. Re- 


that the townshipsto be heard from, being 
mainly rural, will not show so large a gain 
per precinct, but the ratio would have to be 
brought below five to the precinct to give 
Foraker a chance. 


INCOMPLETE RETURNS. „ 

News from the State of Ohio is fragmentary 
and incomplete.

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ALMOST A RIOT. 


Mahone Has an Encounter With a 
Mob at His House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 6.—A special to 
the Post from Petersburg, Va., last night, 
said: 

A scene bordering on terroriem took place 
in front of Gen. Mahone’s bouse on Market 
street this evening. About 10:30 o’clock a 
mob of drunken men came down the street 
firing off rockets and roman candies and 


shouting and brawling in a drunken manner. 
When they reached Gen. Mahone’s residence 
they halted and fired their rockets against his 
house, accompanying their action by derisive 
remarks about the General and hurrahing for 
McKinney. ‘*‘Come out; come out. Dare him 
to show his face,’’ cried the ring-leaders.

charging Gen. Mabone with assault with in- 
tent to kill one 8. H. Harrison. The General 
accompanied him to the police station, where 
Romain and some of bis friends were awalting 
him. The Mayor of the city, r. E. Collier, 
was sent for to hear the case. Romain testi- 
fied that the shot had come from Mabone, or 
from E. C. Berry. Histestimony was sup- 
panes by that of hie friends, and Gen. Ma- 

one was held in $2,500 bail, which was fur- 
nished. Gen. Mahone sald that the shotgun 
which he had brought out of his house when 
the crOwd appeared on the street was not 
loaded. He tried to load it, but the cartridges 
were too large forthe barrel. The testimony 
of R. C. Campbell was to the effect that he 
had been by Gen. Mahone’s side from the mo- 
ment he left the house with the shotgun in his 
hands until he appeared before the Mayor, 
and during that time he did not fire a shot. 
The Mayor fined Kk. C. Berry $10, and put bim

THE GAS COMPANY’S FIX. 


Problems to Be Considered in the Meeting 
of Stockholders Te- Morrow. 


The meeting to be held to-morrow by the 
stockbolders ot the St. Louis Gas-Light Co. 
to decide in what manner to dispose of its 
plant and privileges is looked forward to with 
much interest. Although the charter of the 
St. Louls Gas-Light Co. expires with the pres- 
ent year very few people outside of the off - 
cers and directors: of the company had any 
idea ot the difficulties that will 
be encountered in winding up the affairs 
of the company and putting it away in its lit- 
tle grave until the Post-DIsPaTCH appeared 
on the street yesterday with an account of the 
complication. Of course the vote of President 
McMillan, who will bold the proxies of the 
Hollins & Co. syndicate, which controls

These outside stockboiders claim that the 
company has ulred valuable ordinance 
privileges, and that steps should be taken to 
operate it until the year 1920, at which time 
their franchise made by the ‘city ordinance 
willexpire. If the properly is sold at public 
auction some outside syndicate may come in 
and buy it up, and even if the Hol- 
lins syndicate seoures it either at public 
auction or private sale there is apt to be 
trouble in consolidating it witn the other three 
companies here, which are all controlled by 
the same parties.

A TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 


An Affray Eesults in the Killing of Two 
Men. 


WasuIncron, D. C., Nov. 6.—An * affray oc- 
rurred last night in a low negro saloon ina 
disreputable section of the city known as 
„Hell's Bott om, which resulted in the death 
oftwo men andthe probable mortal wound- 
ing ofathird. The trouble originated over a 
misunderstanding between two négro roughs 
named Geo. Bush and Osborne Bassey, who 


had a rough-and -tumble fight a few days ago, 
in which the former was badly 
beaten. Last night while Basey was in 
a negro restaurant atthe corner of Eleventh 
ane Q streets he was told that a man outside 
wanted to see him for a few minutes. He 
staggered out, and reaching the sidewalk was 
confron by Bush, who hissed at him: 
ou did me up the other night and I’m 
oiling to kill you nov, at the same time 
rawing a revolver and opening fire on Basey, 
who was unarmed. Bush fired four shots, 
two of which took effect on Basey, one in the 
right lung and the other in the right 
shoulder. Policeman A. N. Orippen heard 
the fring and rushed tothescehe. Rush saw 
him com 2 ran into a house in the neigh- 
borbood. he officer followed bim closely 
and cornered him in a small room on the eec- 
ond floor. The negro stood at bay in the cor- 
ner, with his revolver in his hand, and when 
the officer appeared at the doorway dis- 
charged it point blank at him. The ball 
atrac the officer in the right breast 
and knocked him down. He still 
retained his revolver, however, and taking 
good aim at the negro, fired twice. The first 
Shot struck the negro in the right breast and 
the second took effect a little lower down. 
The two men then grappled and the officer 
dropped his revolver. he negro atill beid on 
to his, and a at - struggie ensued for its 
possession. officer grasped 
weapon but failed to 
from t negro’s grasp. 
melee * lam was overturned and the 
revolver was discharged, the load entering 
the officer’s brain, Killing bim almost in 
stantly. The negro jumped over his body 
and running ashort distance down the hali- 
way fellfrom exhausticn. The two négroes 
were taken to the men’s Hospital 
where Bush died about 8:80 o’clock this morn- 
ing. His fret victim, Basey, it in a very se- 
rious condition and is not expected to sur- 
vive his wounds.

AS TOKENS OF ESTEEM. 


WITNESSES SAY THE GIFTS TO THAVONAT 
WERE NOT BRIBES. 


The W This Mornitng—Thavonat 
Has a Small Army of His Witnesses— 
Hord and Flaherty Did Not Have Any— 
How the Proceedings Went—A Decision 

" To- Morrow. 


The court of inguiry took up the Thavonat 
case this morning. President Fiad of the 
Board of Public Improvements and 
Street Commissioner Burnet conducted the 
investigation. It was held in the 
board room, on thé third floor of the City 
Hall. Before the judges lay marked copies of 
the SUNDAY PosT-DIsPATCH. All of the Wirt- 
nesses were thoroughly familiar with the 
statements published in the SUNDAY Posr- 
DISPATCH. Hord and Flanerty were there and 
so was Thavonat. Hord and Flaherty had no 
witnesses but themselves. Thavonat had 
brought in all the inspectors now working 
under him, and a great many others, who had 
at different times been employed under him. 
The investigation began with the questioning 
of Flaherty by the Street Commissioner. 

Street Commissioner Burnet asked Fiaherty: 

Do you substantiate the statements pub- 
lished as coming from you?“ 

‘*‘YES. THOSE STATEMENTS ARE TRUE. 

Did you give him a gold pen, an umbrella, 
and turkeys?’’

After thie the investigating for about an 
hour consisted in listening to the volunteered 
statements of Hord, Flaherty and Thavonat. 

Hord said: ‘*Wheeler gave Thoronat money, 
because I saw him do it myself.’ 

Thevonat was questioned by the Commis- 
sioner. He admitted receiving the watch, the 
gold pen and the turkeys, but not the um- 
brella. As to the gold pen Thavonat 
said: **Flahert came to me and 
said he had a gold pen which he had no use 
for, and thatthe children were knocking it 
about the house, so he thought he would 
bring it down and give ittome. Astothe 
turkeys, Inever knew who they came from 
until after. McRoberts and others often won 
turkeys In raffles, and I thought at first they 
had sent them. Astotaking money, if I ever 
borrowed any lalways paid it back. In re- 
gard to the present, my wife gave "his wife 
presents as valuable, if not more valuable, 
than any his wife gave mine.’

THE COLEBROOK DISASTER. 


Death of the Seventh Victim of the Terrible 
Accident. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

LEBANON, Pa., Noy. 6.—At 5:45 yesterday 
morning the horror at the Colebrook furnace, 
near here, was completed by the death of 
Enoch Eisenhower, making the seventh vie- 
tim ot the awful flood of red-hot iron that 


overwhelmed the unfortunate mine workmen 
on duty Monday when the furhace burst. At 
that hour Kisenhower, Harvey Bohr, Henry 
Ferteg, Wm. Snyder, Ben Neville, E. Isaac 
Siegrist, Harvey Beck, John Bohr and man 
others were employed. on the night turn. Su 
denly, and with a tremendous report, 
the pavement where the 
stood arose, and instantly 
of red-hot iron bulged up 
from the bowels of the earth and completely 
deluged the unfortunate men, almost instant- 
ly incinerating them Defore — had time to 
move five paces. Their destruction was com- 
lete and awful. Instantly the interior of the 
urnace was ablage and the victims were lost 
to view in fhe sea of molten metal and velied 
by clouds of steam and smoke. lu a few 
hours the place was flooded, ana the contact 
of water with red-hot slag caused a numver of 
explosions, but the remains of the men 
were not blown to pieces because they 
were deeply imbeded in the moitea 
iron. Eisenhower and Beck leaped 
for their lives but they fell back. 
Eisenhower waded out of the molten iron, but 
he inhaled the fumes and perished aiter being 
taken home. Wm. Snyder’s body was first 
found. He was on his hands and knees with 
hardly a sembiance ofa human being. Siegrist 
and Ferteg were close each in others’ arms 
and buried in the hot slag. ‘They were burned 
to ablackcrisp. They lay asin a bed of red 
hot coals. Harvey Beck was found lying on 
his face deeply imbedded Inthe molten iron. 
Coroner Ristenbatt and a jury took testimony 
all day. Witnesses swore that the furnace 
was one of the best, and the accident was un- 
avoidable and that a break of that kind was 
likely to bappen at any time. Millionaire 
Robert H. Coleman, who owns the furnace, 
posted the following notice: 

‘*‘Wewill care forthe widows and children 
of these menwho were killed, as they died 
while at work while in our service, and we 
will look after their families as long as it may 
be necessary to do so.

HAVERHILL, Mass., Nov. 6.—Jeremiah and 
Mary E., aged respectively 8 and 5 years, 
children of Jeremiah Shaw, residing in Shaw’s 
lane, were found dead, buried in a sand-bank 
near their home, this morning. The children, 
who bad been in the habit of playing near the 
sand- bank, were missed on Tuesday forenoon, 
and searéh began then and continued until the 
bodies were discovered in the sand. The 
bank wasa high one and has been rendered 
dangerous by excavations.

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EXPERT BURKS RETREATS 


FEAR OF THE MILLERS CAUSES THE ARRO- 
GATION OF AN OFFENSIVE BULING. - 


A Dread of Decreased Revenue Leads to an 
Unconditional Sarrender by the Railroad 
Commiissioners—The Rules in Regard to 
Out Inspection Altered to Suit the 
Millers. 


AVING obtained a de- 
cision of a court refus- 
ing to declare the State 
grain inspection law 
unconstitutional, the 
Rallroad Commission- 
ers and expert Burks 
believed that their 
troubles were at an 
end. 

This hope was, how- 
ever, soon found to be 
baseless, and it soon 
became evident that 
Burks was like a young

Me 1 bear with all his 
troubles before him. 


The East Side inpection question 16 still un- 
settled, and will probably remain so for 


some time to come, and the millers 
manifested such hostility to the rules laid 


down by the country experts that it was evi- 
dent that a most serious struggle would arise 
unless the Railroad Commissioners laid down 


their arms unconditionally. 
IT TOUCHED THEIR POCKETS. 

The millers, as arule, rather favored than 
opposed State inspection, although there 
were many exceptions to this. Burks 
therefore conciuded that they were his 
friends, and that no objection would be 
made to any action that should commend 
itself to his judgment. The rates on gut inspec- 
tion were therefore increased, a charge of 10 
cents a wagonload imposed, whild the carlot 
rate was raised from 40 cents to 60 cents. 

As soon as this change was promulgateti 
the Raliroad Commissioners realized 
the fact that the millers were not 
their friends under any and all circumstances. 


Not satisfied with loud denunciations of the 
course pursued by the Chief Inspector, the 
flour men made arrangements to buy their 
grain outside of the city and to reeeive it di- 
rectly from the cars. This would have cut off 
avery large revenue, ana as Burks has about 
fonr times as many men in his employ as 
the Merchants’ Exchange found necessary to 
handle the inspection, and as the salaries 
paid these experts must be derived From in- 
spection fees, this loss was regarded with 
consternation. 
A SURRENDER AT DISCRETION. 
A meeting of the Railroad Commission was 
after an anxious consultation 
decided to surrender 
dragoons to 
countermand the 

ruling late yesterday afternoon the commis- 
sioners decided to notify the millers that they 
would have to pay but 40 contsa car for out in- 
spection, and that wagon — would be 
based on the same ratio. This is the price 
formerly paid. The feed stores will under the 
present ruling have to pay out inspection, but 
this it was explained, was rot because the 
Chief Inspector desired to impose this tax, but 
because he was compelled so to do by the law. 
It was hoped by this means to prevent the in- 
spection fees from being cut off, but several 
of the millers still declare that they will buy 
grain in the country or in Illinois, and do 
nothing to add to the salary fund of she Burks 
experts.

A COTTON OIL MONEY SHORTAGE. 


Reports of a Sensational Character Coming 
Out of This Trust. 


New Tonk, Nov. 6.—The Times has the fol- 
lowing: Wall street is likely to be treated to 
some sensational disclosures. There is ne wly 
discovered trouble on the inside ofthe Amer - 
ican Cotton Oil Trust. Accounts are mixed. 
There is a ‘‘shortage.’’ The figures are big. 
Perhaps an entire change of plans will bave to 
be made bythe magnates who have under- 
taken the trust’s reorganization and even the 
scheme for converting the trust into an ordl- 
nary corporation may have to be abandoned, 
though Insiders insist that that programme 


will be carried out. Under that pian it is pro- 
posed to cut the trust’s capital down 2 per 
dent, making the total stock about $31,000,000 
in lieu of the present $42,000,000. Of the new 
stock one-third is to be preferred for 6 per 
cent dividends, while $2,000,000 will be com- 
mon stock, entitled to 6 per cent dividends 
when earned over payments on the preferred. 

The stock-bolders of the trust hold a meeting 
at No. 41 Broadway to-aay. At that meeting 
reorganization plans will be discuesed, and 
at it, too, will be brought out plainly the 
whole story of the proceedings that bave pre- 
cipitated upon the trust the enormous losses 
presented in the shortage, which has been 
discovered by an investivating committee of 
certificate holders. There are intimations 
that large sums of money are to be turned 
over to the trust by the people impli- 
cated to settle in part the big shortage, 
but rumors of this sort are yet to be corrobor- 
ated. Mr. F. D. Adams of Winslow, Lanier & 
Oo., a member of the Reorganizing and In- 

vestigatiug Committee, said last night that he 
did not feel at liberty to give out any state- 
ment concerning the reported deficit. At to- 
day’s meeting, he said, the company’s affairs 
would be completely disclosed with nothing 
hidden, glossed over or held back. There is 
likely to be a good deal of interest centering 
in the meeting.

THE SHORTAGE EXPLAINED. 

The following was also received by Gaylord-

ton Oil meeting is again ‘crowded, and great 
interest shown. The report of the “committee 
appointed at the meeting November 1 was 
read. It stated that the President and lreas- 
urer of the trust, for the purpose of and with 
the Intent, so they state, of maintaining and 
strengthening Its credit, have deemed it nec- 
essary, or desirable, to support the price 
of the certificates in the market by carrying 
certain trust certificate accounts in the 
name and for the account of the American Oil 
Co., and without the knowledge of the trus- 
tees of the trust or the company. The ac- 
counts are closed with a loss to the „ oe 
of $527,511. The officers have disciaimed legal 
responsibility in the matter, but have made a 
substantial contribution to the same, Mr. 
$108 000 contributing $150,000 and Mr. Moss 
$100,000, making the net loss to the company 
$277, 511. The trustees recommended the mat-

AN ENTHUSIASTIC BUSINESS MEETING OF 
THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Reporte Made From the Sub-Committees, 
and Appropriations Made to Carry Out 
Their Programmes — Further Nomina- 
tions Received—The Trunk Lines Make 
a Convention Rate. 


EGINNING at 40’clock 

yesterday afternoon 

the Executive Com- 

mittee for the National 

- Silver Convention dis- 

cussed the preliminary 

arrangements for that 

gathering for two 

solid hours and over. 

It was one of the most 

earnest meetings that 

has ever been beld in 

St. Louis for any 

cause. The committee 

was called to order by 

Mr. James Campbell, Chairman, with Ar. 

Albert Singer as Secretary. The attendance 

was very large. The order of business was 

the reception of the reports of the sub-com- 
mittees. 

Mr. Max Kotany,Chairman of the Committee 
on Iavitations, reported the progress of his 
committee work and recommended that invi- 
taticns be sentto all members of Congress, 
Governors of States and Territories and such 
prominent gentlemen as might be suggested. 
The invitation isahandsome piece of litho- 
graphing, on beavy card paper, with a border 
of hammered sliver. The report was re- 
ceived and the committee continued. 

The report of Mr. J. D. Abeles, Chairman of 
the Committee on Arrangements, was then 
read. Mr. Abeles has, as already published,

In reference to 
the other workof his committee he asked 
more definite instructions, and after some 
discussion it was decided that in certain 
matters, where both committees have an in- 
terest, the Chairmen of the Arrangements 
and Entertainment Committees should act 
jointly. 

Mr. W. C. Little, Chairman of the Committee 
on Transportation, made a verbal report, 
stating that all of the railway associations 
heard from had made a rate of one and one- 
third fare on the certificate plan.

mained to formally vote upon the matter.

EAST END IMPROVEMENT. 


The Council Railroad Oommittee Hears 
Arguments on the Association Bill, 


The Oouncil Railroad Committee held a 
meeting yesterday afternoon and heard the 
arguments of the representatives of the East 
End Improvement Oo. in favor of its bill.

4 QUBSTION OF ALIMONY SETTLED, 

What 2 of a married man’s property a 
divorced woman may be granted as alimony 
in gross was a question passed spose by the 
Court of Appeale in 
case of Margaret A. 
William ]. MeCartin, 
They were married in 1872, and lived together 
until 1888,when Mrs. McCa rtin entered suit for 


divorce,allieging such cruelties as to endanger. 


her life and such indignities as to render ber 
condition intolerable. She was granted a di- 
vorce and §1, alimeny. Mr. McCartin‘ap- 
pores The Court, in passing on the case, 


Weare aware that the testimony in this 
class of cases bas to be carefully analyzed,as it 
is almost uniformally colored by sentiment or 
prejudice, but we are satisfied upon a careful 
examination of the record thatthe court was 
warranted to conciude that the testimony of 
the wife was in the main correct and 80 con- 
cluding was justified. to grant her 
a divorcee on the second ground stated 
in her petition. Acts ofcruelty may not be 
sufficiently ve to endanger life and yet 
may amount to such indignities as render the 

laintiff’s condition intolerable. No children 

rn of the marriage are living, and no other 
parties are dependent on either the husband 
or wife for support. There is no standard by 
which the amount to be awarded asalimon 
is to be determined, 
case being dependent on its pecu- 
liar fate. Ve may safely say, however, 
that whére suen award is made for the sup- 
port ot the wife alone it should in no case 
ordinarily exceed one-half the entire value of 
the husband’s estate, It is the interest of the 
State to secure the stability of marriages, and 
excessive awards of alimony are apt to en- 
courage suits for divorcee. They are more- 
over apt to defeat the very object of the allow 
ance, inducing the defendant who considers 
himself oppressed by the action of 
she court to evade the payment 
by lacing his property beyond the 
reach of Suecutton” hese considerations 
lead us to conclude thatthe allowance in this 
case was excessive. The decree of the lower 
court in regard to alimony will be reversed, 
and the case remanded for further bearing on 
that subject unless the plaintiff within ten 
days, will remit of the award, the sum of $500, 
and in case of such remittitur being entered, 
the decree will in all respects be affirmed.’

He Pronounces Their Card a Weak Docnu- 
ment— Old Man” Hayward May Ride 
for Senator Hearst’s Stable—A Criticism 
of Badge’s Ruaning—Kacing at Nash- 
ville, Elisabeth and 9

Ihave talked with 
anumber of persons on the subject, and I 
have received various suggestions as to how 
the League might defeat the Brotherhood’s 
scheme, but I have refrained from expressing 
any opinion onthe matter, preferring toawait 
the meeting of the League next week. 

„What is the nature of the suggestions 
made?“ 

Oh, they are almost too numerous toffhen- 
tion. There are some persons who advise 
the League to try and break the Brotherhoood 
ranks by buying offsome of the most desira- 
ble players, trusting to the others to follow 
like afiock of sheep. Of course you can 
uuderstand why suchascheme would never 
do. It would de placing a premium on de- 
sertion and unfaithfulness and he in 
direct conflict with the best in- 
terest of the game. It has also 
been suggested that; a combination de 
tween the League andthe American Associa- 
tion would be advisable, and that idea meets 
with considerable favor. It is evident the 
Rrotherbood will, if success attends their 
efforts, endeavor to capture the Association 
players, but they are waiting now to see how 
they are going to come out in the contest with 
the League. There are other propositions 


that have been made, all of which will be duly 
considered at the League meeting. 

There is a feeling of unrest among the minor 
leagues, as they fear that the League will 
break the national agreement and gobble up 
all their desirable —— There is no occa- 
sion for alarm in that respect, as the League 
proposes to live up to its pleage in the future. 
As it nas done in the past. The friends of 
honest base ball inthis city are looking for 
the League to sustain the reputation and 
credit of the game by meeting the Brotherhood 
jesus fairly and squarely.

CALLING ON THE PREACHERS. 
** To the Clergy of the United States: 
No public question seems to us of more 


vital or more pressing importance than that of 
reform in the civil service. 

It is distinctively a question of public 
morality and of the nationai character and in- 
tegrity, contemplating the arrest of the cor- 
ruption which now most plainiy threatens 
that character and the honesty of the Govern

ment. The chief source of this corruption, is 
the practice oftreating the enormous emolu- 
ments ofthe public service in all its ramifica- 
tions and details, including the smallest places 
andtem loyments, as the prize of the success - 
ful party at an election. 


Thie is an abuse and an evil for which no 
party can be justiy held responsibie, but 
which has become a tradition of all parties, 
and with the rapid increase of patronage the 
demoralizing consequences are already 
startling. It turns the patronage of the Gov- 
ernment, designed solely for the public con- 
venience, into a vast bribery fun It breeds 
general corruption by teaching the citizen to 
expect payment for discharge ofa du in- 
cumbent upon every voter, and it tends to 
transform an élection from a popular verdict 
upon differing public policies into a desperate 
struggle for the emoluments of place. 


„The disastrous effect of this corrupting 
system, not only * politics and the public 
service, but upon the standard of public duty 
and official conduct, no less than upon the 
self-respect of the. people andapure public 
spirit, cannot be too sertously stated or too 
carefully considered. The greatest American 
statesmen of all parties, the most eminent 
jurists, the most patriotic and devoted divines 
and political students and observers of all 
countries have pointed out the nature and 
consequences of this evil, the correction of 
which is a necessity transcending in im- 
portance all merely party aims and political 
policies of administration. 


Already public opinion bas manifested it- 
self so strongly that admirable national and 
State laws of limited application have been 
enacted and their honest enforcement is con- 
ceded to be of the greatest public benefit. But 
in such a movement nothing should be con- 
sidered done while oe remains to do. 
Every patriot in every pursuit and profession, 
and especially eve eader and guide of the 
enn gg mind may,well assist in the beneficent 
work. 


»The moral appeal, which shall instruct, 
inspire and strengthen public opinion to com- 
plete the good work, itseems tous, would 
come from the pulpit with peculiar power. 
Believing that it is its office to apply eternal 
principles of religion and morals to human 
conduct, and to aid nations as well as indi- 
viduals to walk in the ——— way; holding that 
George Mason ot Virginia spoke a terrible
